“And if you had intended to be honest 
in your statement you would have re- 
ferred not only to this statement, but 
also to the speech made by him, in 
showing how in a codification of the 
laws, with the knowledge of scarcely 
anyone, the whole villiany was perpe- 
trated. 

“The further inference to be drawn 
from such reference to Judge Thurman 
Was, and you must have intended it as 
such because you linked my name with 
Ws as if to draw a comparison between 
the beliefs of father and that he 
Wasin favor of a gold standard. Again, 
ifyou had examined not only the con- 
gressional Record, but the record of the 
monetary conference of 1881, you would 
have seen that such an insinuation can- 
not be truthfully made. In one short 
paragraph at the Brussels conference 
his words settle any controversy in this 
direction. He said: 

“I believe that bimetallism 
will ultimately prevail, for I 
cannot see how the vast struc- 
ture of credit, the most distin- 
guished feature of modern in- 
dustry and commerce, can be 
supported on aé_ gold basis 
alone. With both metals its 
base has often been found too 
narrow, but with one it would 
be, to my apprehension, posi- 
tively unsafe.’

because as year by year he saw the in- 
creasing demand that was being maGde 
by the different countries upon gold 
alone, he clearly saw ahd said his pre- 
diction must or national, 
corporate bankruptcy 
Would be almost universal.

Mr. Bryan said: 

‘l have talked until my throat is sore and 
Shaken*hands until my hands are sore, and 
you yell until my ears are sore.

I was here two 
years ago and had a chance to see a great 
many of you, so it was not necessary for 
you to come for the purpose of seeing me.

NEGRO DEAD, WHITE MAN DYING 


Two Desperadoes Open Fire on a 


Crowd of Quiet Workmen. 


FUSILADE RESULTS IN FATAL WOUNDS 


Card Player Kills His Victim at the 
Game and in a Running Fight Is 
Wounded Himself.

Valdosta, Ga., September 17.—(Spectal.)— 
A riot resulting in at least one death and 
promiscuous and abundant blood shedding 
occurred today at the turpentine still of 
Lowdermilk & Rose, over the Florida line, 
between two negro desperadoes and several 
of the hands about the still. 

The desperadoes were Will Rivers and 
Rich Griffith, two gamblers, who were dis- 
charged from the still for disorderly con- 
duct a month ago. 

In a game of cards at the head of St. 
Mary’s river, at the still of Gein Brothers, 
a fuss ensued over the joss of money to a 
workman at that still and Rivers shot him 

death. 

Rivers and Griffith both left, and in the 
afternoon turned up at the still of Loder- 
milk & Rose, where they tried to get up a 
with the workmen there. The man- 
ager of the place, Nathan Johnson, ai- 
tempted to quiet the negroes and to get 
them to leave the place, when they opened 
fire upon him sending several bullets into 
his body. A young negro boy standing near 
was also struck by flying shot and a fusil- 
ensued, in which nearly a dozen shots

EVANS GRANTS FEW PERMITS 


Prohibitionists of the Palmetto State 
Declare That the Dispensary Law 
Is Being Violated. 


Columbia, S. C., September 17.—(Special) 
The prohibitionists have taken a hand in 
the dispensary. 

One of the charges made by Mr. Duncan 
during the campaign was that Governor 
Evans had granted beer privileges to sun- 
dry persons without consulting other mem- 
bers of the board of control, and he hinted 
that the governor may have received some 
consideration for these favors. 

By permission of the governor, Charles 
Narey; an alderman of this city, who was 
a liquor dealer before the dispensary, 
opened a beer depot here. He handles beer 
from a Georgia brewery, bottles it and 
delivers it by the dozen, or case, to stores 
and residences. 

John C. Seegers, a wealthy ex-liquor 
dealer, reopened a brewery in the suburbs 
which had not been in operation for ten 
years, and supplies his beer to customers 
in the city and state. He was was given a 
permit to do so by the governor as chair- 
man of the dispensary board of control. 

The prohibitionists declare this to be all 
contrary to law and in violation of the 


' upon 


letter and spirit of the dispensary act. 
Why, they say, should beer be sold in 
the dispensary for fifteen cents a bottle, 
and the purchaser have to give his name, 
age and residence before getting it, and 
yet be delivered by telephonic order at any 
place for seventy-five cents a dozen by 
these privilege holders—the state getting 
fifteen cents per dozen royalty? 

T. J. LaMotte, secretary of the 
temperance association, has begun 
tions by making an affidavit before Mag- 
istrate Smith, charging Narey and Seegers 
with violating the law and conducting 
public nuisances. The affidavit in each 
case is the same, and is drawn in the 
usual form of affidavits. 

Under these warrants, it seems, the par- 
ties must be bound over to appear at the 
next term of court to answer to the 
nuisance, and in the meantime it is made 
the duty of the solicitor to take the papers 
as prepared by the magistrate and carry 
the matter before the circuit judge, who, 
the hearing, may determine the ex- 
istence of the nuisance and discharge the 
case or order the proceedings continued 
to the circuit court. 

The Palmetto brewery, just sold in 
Charleston under order of court for $85,000, 
does the same kind of business as Seegers 
does here. 

Mr. LaMotte appeared before the magis- 
trate according to appointment. 

John P. Thomas was present to represent 
Narey and Seegers, and the as- 
Sistant attorney general, Townsend, to 
represent the state board of control. 

Magistrate Smith stated that he had con- 
sulted the attorney general in regard to 
the matter, but before announcing his pur- 
pose respecting the proceedings he desired 
the parties present to express their views 
on certain points in the case. 

Judge Townsend said he was there rep- 
resenting the state board of control. It 
rested that the question of its authority to 
issue such licenses should be judicially set- 
tled, and that he was prepared to agree to 
any proceeding that would accomplish that 
end. 

Mr. Thomas suggested that the proceed- 
ings under the twenty-second section of 
the act as against the common nuisance 
would subject his clients to the closing up 
of their business, the seizure of their prop- 
erty, and consequently losses which might 
be avoided and the purpose of the prosecu- 
tion gained, which was the settlement of 
the question of the authority under which 
his clients were doing business by pro- 
ceeding under some other section of the 
act. He thought this ought to be done to 
relieve his clients of unnecessary loss under 
the proceeding. 

Mr. LaMotte insisted that he had made 
the affidavit to meet the exact requirements 
of the section against nuisances which 
furnished a direct and speedy method of 
determining the issue raised, that no other 
proceeding, in his judgment, would accom- 
plish this end. 

After hearing suggestions from the dif- 
ferent parties, Magistrate Smith said he 
felt bound to consult the attorney general 
further, and tomorrow morning would ren- 
der his decission.

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morning at Charlotte, I am glad to see 
the rest of you now. In my short time I 
cannot do better than call the attention to 
@ few questions and give you an answer, 
so you can use them in the hand-to-hand 
discussion. Conversions are not made by 
public speaking so much as by One neighbor 
talking to another. Péople say they do not 
want 50-cent dollars, and appeal to the 
inherent sense of justice trying to show a 
silver dollar is a 50-cent dollar; they value 
silver by the bullion, which cannot get to 
the mint, and assume it will be only worth 
50 cents under free coinage. Under free 
coinage a new demand is created. I can- 
not illustrate it better than this way: At 
home we get butter for 25 cents a pound 
the year round. The farmer s80e5 to town 
in the fall and contracts for all the butter 
he thinks he will produce. In the spring 
he finds he has to sell it for 15 cents per 
pound because nobody stands ready to 
take his surplus at 26 cents. So with silver. 
If the mints are ‘opened so every Man with 
an ounce of silver can convert it into 
money, there would be no surplus to drag 
down the price. Can the United States 
take all the silver offered? If sO, We can 
maintain the parity, The only way to 
know absolutely is to try, but we are en- 
couraged to try. 

“Remember that the silver of France, 


Ingland and Germany—nearly all coined 
and used in the world—is worth more now 


as compared with gold than it would be 
here. France has more silver in circulation 
per capita than we have. and it circulates 
at 15% to 1. Not an ounce has come here 
without rising 3 cents. 

“The silver of England is worth more at 
home, and it would hurt England more 
than us, because there are more people 
there that use silver than ever sce a piece 
of gold. China, Japan and India must have 
their supply, and we would take only what 
is left. If we can take ft all we will fix 
the price at $1.29, and we would raise the 
priee of those things which come in com- 
petition with the products of other coun- 
tries, thereby restoring prosperity to the 
farmers, who could then purchase at tre 
stores and make a demand for the product 
of factories. If you destroy the ability of 
the producers to sell the products of the 
factories, you destrov the factories, no 
matter what they talk about opening the 
mills."’. (Cheers.) 

Rabbit’s Foot for Bryan. 

At Salisbury, reached at 11:15 o’clock 
a. m.. Mr. Brvan was introduced to 4,000 
people by Theodore F. Kluttz, chairman of 
the North Carolina delegation at Chicago, 
who seconded Mr. Bryan's nomination.

“At that time all the moneved influences 
of this country were combined for his 
overthrow just as they have today com- 
bined to perpetuate a government of syn- 
dicates and for syndicates. (Applause.)

“Tam glad you reminded me of it, because 
there were so many on this side, I did not 
suppose there were any more left to get on 
the other.

the line. I have noticed among young men 
who are anxious to establish themselves 
and build up a constituency; I have noticed 
it among old men, who are praying that be- 
fore their days are ended they may see the 
money of the constitution restored.

Addresses 15,000 at Greensboro. 

In company with Governor Carr, ex-Sena- 
tor Jarvis, Colonel Julian Carr, of Durham, 
Major Hale, of Fayetteville, and other 
prominent North Caroliniians, Mr. Bryan 
reached Greensboro on his special train via 
the Southern railway at 12:45 o’clock this af- 
ternoon. 

A great crowd at 
hundreds of excursionists from 
points, shouted vigorously ¢Ss Mr. 
stepped to the station platform, and as he 
was driven through the dusty main tho- 
roughfare of the quaint old town several 
thousand people, yelling loudly, followed his 
carriage, conspicuous by its red, white and 
blue decorations and the four horses that 
drew it, to the Benbow house, where the 
candidate and his party had dinner.

Speech at Durham.

At Hills- 
boro several hundred people gathered about 
the train and heard a few words from the 
candidate.

“In the first place, they tell us that the 
value of silver bullion has fallen because 
of overproduction. They refer to the fact 
that the annual production of silver has in- 
ereased more rapidly durtng the last twen- 
ty vears than the annual production of gold, 
and this they say explains the fall in the 
value of silver bullion as measured by gold. 
Let me answer that argument by calling 
your attention to the fact that during the 
last five vears of the twenty years before 
mentioned the world’s annual production of 
gold has increased more rapidly than. the 
world’s annual production of silver. 

“Another point: They tell you that you 
cannot legislate two metals together be- 
eause of their varying productions; but 
they forget that when the government 
stands ready to take all the gold for a 
certain price and all the silver at a cér- 
tain price, and convert those metals into 
money at that price and rotio, it becomes 
immaterial whether you produce one ounce 
of one or ten of the other, or reverse the 
propositions. There cannot be a change 
affected in the ratio until the government 
fails in its ability to consume or rather 
to take and utilize all of both presented.”’ 


Bryan Reaches Raleigh. 

North Carolina's capital city had William 
J. Bryan for its guest for two hours to- 
night. Mr. Bryan arrived at 7 o'clock with 
Governor Carr and others, and was met at 
the Southern railway station by a recep- 
tion committee, a flambeau club and a 
brass band. He was escorted to Nash 
square, a beautiful open park, near the 
station, where 6,000 people had gathered in 
defiance of the heat, to hear him. The 
speaking stand was aglow with electric 
light, the name “Bryan” being displayed in 
big electric letters over the place Where 
the democratic candidate stood. At each 
corner of the square big bonfires burned, 
and they threw the big crowd into pic- 
turesque relief. Cheer after cheer went up 
as the candidate ascended the stand. 
Clement Manly, the chairman of the demo- 
cratic state committee, and Hal W. Ayer, 
the chairman of the populist state commit- 
tee, presided jointly over the meeting. 
After his speech Mr. Bryan went to the 
Park hotel and held a reception, the cor- 
ridors and lobby and the streets outside 
being packed with people while it lasted.

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HOW SMOKE CAN BE DEFIED. 
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A Recent Invention Which Is a God- 
send to the Fireman. 


From The New York Journal. 

The firemen of New York will soon be 
well equipped to fight cellar and warehouse 
fires. These are most dreaded by the fire- 
fighter. He knows that death lurks tn 
them, not so much from fame as from the 
dense smoke that causes suffocation, The 
flames he can see and feel, but often the 
black clouds of smoke rush out upon him, 
blind him, overpower him and drive away 
hope of rescue. 

But hereafter, in fighting smoke and 
noxious gases, he will have the aid of qa 
powerful auxiliary. The New York fire 
department is about to supply tls men 
with the Vojen-Bader helmet. This neimet 
is a perfect head protector against smoke, 
poisonous fumes and all bad odors. 

It is possible for firemen wearing these 
helmets to rush into a room filled with any 
kind of smoke or gas, without feeling any 
bad effects. In cellar and warehouse fires, 
instead of being forced to stand on the side- 
walk and flood a cellar, without knowing 
the location of the fire, the firerhen pro. 
tected by the helmets can enter and fight 
the fire at close quarters. It will prove val. 
uable, too, to the firemen in rescuing per- 
sons from smoke-filled buildings. 

The accompanying illustration gives a 
front and rear view of one of the Vojen- 
Bader helmets. It fits over the head of 
the wearer, covers him to the shoulders, 
and makes an airtight place around the 
head. The fireman wearing the helmet can 
hear plainly and see distinctly. The eves 
in the helmet are made of isinglass. The 
helmet has a whistle, with which the 
wearer can readily summon assistance. Or 
the back of the helmet is a reservoir, which 
supplies air. The reservoir will holé sau. 
ficient air to supply a man for from one to 
two hours without refilling. 

The breathing apparatus is so perfectly 
arranged that the fireman can breathe pure 
air, even when surrounded by dense smoke.

The Former’s Reply to the Secretary's Latest Surrender 
to the Gold Syndicate. 


Wshington, September 16.—Secretary 
Carlisle, from his summer retreat in Bar 
Harbor, Me., has addressed to one of his 
Kentucky correspondents the following let- 
ter: 

“Mr. James P. Helm, Louisville, Ky. My 
Dear Sir: Your letter, asking how the sli- 
ver dollars which contain a quantity of 
bullion commercially worth only about 53 
cents each are maintained at a partity 
with gold, notwithstanding the fact that 
the government does not directly redeem 
them, or the certificates issued upon them, 
in gold, is received, and, as a great many 
inquiries upon the same subject are ad- 
dressed to me daily from different parts of 
the country, which it is impracticable to 
answer in detail; I will take advantage of 
your favor to answer them all at once. 

“All the standard silver dollars issued 
from the mints since the passage of ‘he 
act of 1878, now amounting to more than 
$423,000,000, have been coined on public ac- 
count from bullion purchased by the gov- 
ernment, and are legal tender in payment 
of al! debts, public and private, without 
regard to the amount, except when other- 
wise expressly stipulated in the contract 
between the parties. They belong to the 
government when coined, and they are 
paid out by the government at a parity 
with gold for property and services of all 
kinds, and received from the people at a 
parity with gold in the payment of all 
public dues and demands. 

“The government has made no discrimna- 
tion whatever between the coins of the two 
metals, gold having been paid on its coin 
obligations when gold was demanded and 
silver having been paid when silver was 
demanded. Under this policy the coinage 
has been so limited by law and the policy 
of the treasury department that the 
amount coined has not become so great 
as to drive the more valuable coin, gold, 
out of use, and thus destroy the basis of 
our monetary system, and so long as the 
two metals are of unequal commercial 
Value, at the ratio established by law, this 
limitation upon the coinage is, in my opin- 
ion, absolutely essential to the mainte» 
nance of their parity in effecting exchanges. 
It constitutes the principal safeguard for 
the protection of our currency against the 
depreciation which the experience of all 
countries has shown would otherwise result 
from the attempt to use two legal tender 
coins of the same denomination but of 
unequal value. If the Mmitation were re- 
moved confidence in the ability of the gov- 
ernment to preserve equality in the ex- 
changeable value of the coins would be de- 
stroyed, and the parity would be lost 
long before the amount of silver coinage 
had become really excessive. With free and 
unlimited coinage of silver on account of 
private individuals and corporations the 
government would be under no moral obli- 
gation to maintain the parity, and, more- 
over, it would be unable to do so, because 
the volume of overvalued silver forced into 
the circulation by a legal tender provision 
would soon expel gold from the country, 
or put such a premium upon it that it 
would be impossible to secure and hold in 
the treasury a sufficient amount to provide 
for the redemption of silver on presenta- 
tion. In order to maintain the parity under 
such conditions, the government would be 
compelled from the beginning to exchange 
gold for silver dollars or their paper rep- 
resentatives whenever demanded, just as 
it now exchanges gold for its own notes 
when demanded; and, as the coinage of 
silver dollars would be unlimited and there- 
for® constantly increasing, a point would 
soon be reached where it would be impos- 
sible to continue the process of redemp- 
tion. 

“The implied obligation of the govern- 
ment to preserve the value of the money 
which it coins from its own bullion and for 
its use, and which it forces its citizens to 
receive in exchange for their property and 
services, has been supplemented by two 
Statutory declarations which substantially 
pledge the public faith to the maintenance 
of that policy. The act of July 14, 1890, after 
providing that the secretary of the treas- 
ury should, under such regulations as he 
might prescribe, redeem The treasury notes 
issued in the purchase of silver bullion in 
gold or silver coin, at his discretion, de- 
clares that it is ‘the established policy of 
the United States to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other upon 
the present legal ratio, or such ratio as 
muy be provided by law,’ and the act of 
November 1, 189, again declares it to be 
‘the policy of the United States to continue 
the use of both gold and _sil- 
ver as standard money, and to 
coin both gold and silver into moncy 
of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
such equality to be secured through inter- 
national agreement or by such safeguards 
of legislation as will insure the mainte- 
nance of the parity of value of the coins 
of the two metals and the equal power of 
every dollar at all times in the markets 
and in the payment of debts.’ 

“With knowledge of these assurances, 
the peopjle have received those coins and 
have relied confidently upon the good 
faith of their government, and the confi- 
dence thus inspired has been a most potent 
factor in the maintenance of the parity. 
The public has been satisfied that, so long 
aS our present monetary system is pre- 
served, the government will do whatever 
its moral obligations and express declara- 
tions requiresit to do. and, very largely 
in consequence of this confidence in the 
good faith of the executive authorities, the 
silver coins have not depreciated in value. 
It is not doubted that whatever can be 
lawfully done to maintain equality in the 
exchangeable value of the two metals wiil 
be done whenever it becomes necessary, 
and although silver dollars and silver cer- 
tificates have not, up to the present time, 
been received in exchange for gold, yet, 
if the time shall ever come when the parity 
cannot be otherwise maintained, such ex- 
changes will be made. It is the duty of the 
secretary of the treasury, and of all other 
public officials, to execute in good faith 
the policy declared by congress, and when- 
ever he shall be satisfied that the silver 
dollar cannot be kept equal in purchasing 
power with the gold dollar. except by re- 
ceiving it in exchange for the gold dollar. 
when such exchange is demanded. it will 
be his duty to adopt that course. But if our 
present policy is adhered to, and the coin- 
age is Kept within reasonable limits, the 
means heretofore employed foy the main- 
tenance of the parity will doubtless be 
found sufficient in the future, and our 
silver dollars and silver certificates will 
continue to circulate at par with gold, 
thus enabling the people to use both metais 
instead of one only, as would be the case 
if the parity were destroyed by free coin- 
age. J. G. CARLISLE.”

debts and in the discharge of all obitg. 
tions, and designated in the statute as “the 
Standard money of the country” should be 
redeemed in any other coin. 

So late as July 1, 1896, there was issued 
under authority of Mr. Carlislé,,for the in- 
formation of the people of this country, 
“treasury circular No. 123,” in which the 
policy of the government and the treasury 
department Was announced over Mr. Car.

Roman Was Yesterday Eighty-Two 
Years of Age. 


STRONG AND HEARTY CITIZEN 


Came to Georgia on the Longest Rail- 
road in the World at That Day. 
A Water Famine. 


Rome, Ga., September 17.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Samuel Carnochan celebrated his eighty- 
second birthday today. He was born in 
New York in 1814 and was apprenticed to a 
harness maker, on Houston street, in the 
Bowery. While serving his apprenticeship 
theré Aaron Burr was a customer of his 
master, and young Carnochan came in 
contact with him frequently in the course 
of business. 

‘He was the most magnetic man I ever 
knew,’’ said Mr. Carnochan, “und W4s as 
neat in his dress and personal appearance 
as the finest lady in the land. I remem- 
ber how fastideous he was about his feet. 
Hie wore, if I remember right, a four-and-a- 
half boot, and he required a close fit, and 
if there was a crease or wrinkle in the 
wrong place, he would return them to 
have it remedied. 

“One day while I was at work in the 
shop, he called for a bundle that he had 
ordered, and the boss being out, he left 
a note. When I handed it to the boss, on 
his return, he said: ‘Do you know who 
that man was? That was Colonel Aaron 
Burr, the great politician and statesman.’ 

“T have regretted ever since that I did not 
secure that little scrap of paper and pre- 
serve it as a souvenir of my acquaintance 
with that remarkable man. That was in 
1827, and although Colonel Burr was getting 
along in years, he showed none of the 
signs of age, but was as full of life as a 
man of thirty. 

“In 1828 I began to learn something about 
politics. That was the year of the great 
race made by Andrew Jackson, and his 
enthusiastic supporters scoured the coun- 
try for hickory trees to set up in front of 
their places of business. 

“One of our neighbors was an _ Irish 
blacksmith, who secured a beautiful hick- 
ory tree and planted it in front of his 
shop. During the night the opposition 
party cut it down and carried it away. 

‘The blacksmith was topping mad, and 
swore that he would get even with them. 
So, he secured another hickory, and setting 
it up in front of his hrop, he took Strips 
‘of plow iron and sheathed it so high that 
they could not cut it down, and there it 
stood until ‘Old Hickory’ was elected. 

“Tn 1838, when I came south, I came over 
the Charleston and Augusta railroad, which 
was then said to be the longest railway 
line in the world. There have been many 
changes since then, and I have lived 
through them all, and am as hale and 
hearty as I was ten or fifteen years ago.”

Editor Constitution—Secretary Carlisle re- 
cently said in an address “‘there are 6,000 
building and loan associations in the United 
States, having about 1,800,000 shareholders, 
male and female, who have paid dues in 
good money amounting to more than $500,-

held by the people in the various kinds of 
corporations and associations and in force 
today amount to $10,203,804,357, a larger 
sum than has been actually invested in 
all our railroads, and about fifteen times 
larger than the capital of all the national 
banks.”

that these associations and 
to their sMareholders and 
policy-holders (which are themselves, as 
thev in all mutual companies constitute 
the company) now and at death about $10- 
750.000.0000 excites in the mind of the sec- 
retary the greatest concern, and the further 
thought that final settlement may be made 
in silver and gold under free coinage in- 
stead of all in gold under the gold stand- 
ard touches a tender spot in his benevo- 
lent heart.

it works a great hardship and injustice 
upon him and his family. So if it is very 
profitable and exceedingly desirable that 
beneficiaries should get gold, which, by 
the way. they did not pay, it is on the 
other hand equally as unprofitable and un- 
desirable to the mortagor who furnishes 
the money to repay his debt that way. 
Every dollar received must have behind 
it a payer. and if the dollar taken has &@ 
greater purchasing power for the use and 
advantage of the payee it affects the payer 
to his disadvantage in the same ratio. 

Sympathy for some of the people on the 
part of Mr. Carlisle is to be commanded, 
but it seems that his.sympathy is extended 
only to those persons whow would, on @ 
smali scale, be benefited, in order that 
Wall street might be greatly benefited 
by the gold standard regardless of the 
great distress such payment would involve 
those in who were made to pay by their 
toil or with their property every appre- 
ciated dollar going to these shareholders 
or policy-holdé&s. 

It matters not when these settlements 
are had by these companies, it is in effect 
an adjustment of accounts on the part of 
the companies between the payers and the 
payees. 

So that in every case it is practically a 
settlement effected between persons, and 
if the money of the country is contracted 
either in volume or by the standard the 
payee gets the advantage of the payer; or 
if instead the money is brought to its 
former status by free coinage and keeping 
the per capita circulation intact neither 
party is injured, but they g.ve and take 
honest value. 

The fact that the contraction of the cur- 
rency and the adoption of the gold stand- 
ard of values tends to radically enhance 
money value or purchasing power and 
thereby places the debtor class at a great 
disadvantage, is a great reason why all 
loan companies should oppose it; for by 
its operation their security, consisting of 
mortgaged real estate, is shrinking contin- 
ually in value, and when it has got so low 
that the mortagor can't sell it for enough 
to pay his loan and he fails in business, 
as tens of thousands are doing, the loan 
companies are forced to take the property, 
and in most cases if the borrower sur- 
renders his property the companies will 
be unable to get the amount of their loans 
out of it. It is a bad policy on the part 
of any country to legislate value out of 
property, and legislate more value in money. 
It is disastrous to the magses, but is in- 
tended to be in the interest of the classes. 

It is certainly best for loan companies, 
especially those making any pretenses to 
mutuality, that all persons, with whom they 
deal, should prosper, and not fail, for ifa 
number of borrowers fall, and throw their 
property on the companies, even though the 
companies can sell it without loss, the other 
shareholders gain nothing by it, and those, 
who fail, usually lose all, and if, as is often 
the case, the property in the hands of the 
company will not sell for the amount of the 
loan, all the shareholders suffer. 

The Agricultural Insurance company, of 
Watertown, N. Y., recently foreclosed a 
$6,000 mortgage and sold at auction for $4,000 
a valuable farm in the Mohawk valley, 
on which the buildings alone were valued 
at $20,000. and with such assets their ha- 
bilities are said to be $491,000 greater. The 
Norfolk: and Western railroad has just 
been sold for $3,000,000 to pay a $22,000,000 
mortgage. The people who built with their 
money the railroads, have in this way been 
déspoiled of their property. A few pirati- 
eal syndicates and thieving trusts have 
hy such means monopolized and gobbled 
up nearly every railroad in the land con- 

to law, right and hcnesty. 

is said that the mortgages in the 
I’nited States amount to $19,000,000,000 and 
to continue the Hanna-Eckels existing sys- 
tem of finance three-fourths of them will 
be foreclosed and the landed security sac- 
rificed withia four years should McKinley 
be elected.

Carlisle’s Announcement. 

The letier of Secretary John G. Car- 
lisle, which we publish today, marks an 
eitirely new departure in the policy of 
financial wreck and ruin which the 
Cleveland administration has inaugurat- 
ed at the dictation of the British-Amer- 
ican gold syndicate. 

He serves notice on the people of this 
country that whenever the Wall street 
agents of the money power shall deem it 
necessary to their interests to present 
silver dallars and silver certificates at 
the treasury, and demand their redemp- 
tion in gold, the gold will be forthcom- 
ing. 

In other words. *although the law de- 
clares that the silver dollar shall be full 
legal tender in the settlement of all 
debts, public and private—money of final 
payment—Cleveland’s secretary of the 
treasury publicly anneunces to the gold 
Syndicate that whenever gs agents in 
this country choose to depreciate the sil- 
ver dollars, the treasury will redeem 
them in gold on demand. In other 
words, whenever the bond forcing syn- 
dicate desires to bring about another 
bond issue and have not the necessary 
greenbacks and treasury notes on hand, 
they will be permitted to drain the gold 
reserve by presenting silver dollars or 
Silver certificates. 

Such a letter as Carlisle has written 
could emanate only from a man entirely 
dominated by the money power. No 
such deadly attack has ever before been 
made on the public credit in any quar- 
ter. In the whole history of the coun- 
try, no public official has ever before de- 
clared that he stands ready to betray the 
people, dishonor the government and 
Violate the law. : 

Senator Faulkner, of West Virginia, 
chairman of the democratic congres- 
sional committee, in commenting on Car- 
lisle’s invitafion to the British-American 
gold syndicate to force another issue of 
bonds, calls attention to a statement 
sent out from the treasury department 
over Mr. Carlisle’s own signature. 
late as July 1, 1896, in which the secre- 
tary declares that “gold coins and stand- 
ard silver dollars, being standard coins 
of the United States, are not redeem- 
able.” 

The inference is almost irresistible that 
this announcement was brought to the 
attention of the Rothschilds and their 
partners in the gold syndicate; that they 
did not relish the declaration that sil- 
ver dollars are, equally with gold, money 
of redemption; that they brought the 
matter to the notice ef Cleveland, 
on whose administration they have a 
mortgage; and that Cleveland has com- 
pelled the political invertebrate at the 
head of the treasury department to eat 
in September the official announcement 
he made in July. There is no other 
plausible ground on which to account for 
Carlisle’s change of front. 

And yet we are glad that the true pol- 
icy of the administration has been of- 
ficially announced at this time. . It ought 
to open the eyes of all classes and of all 
interests to the fact that this govern- 
ment is now under the complete domina- 
tion of a half dozen European bankers 
and their agents in New York, and that 
those who favor the gold standard in-

s tend to keep it there. It ought to arouse 
f. the people to the necessity of standing 
eS up for their rights—to the necessity of 


rdinating all other issues to this—to 


! tne necessity of suppressing all preju- 


dices and putting aside all personal aims 
—so that they may present a solid and 
united front against the forces of fraud, 
bribery and corruption that stand for 


gold. 

‘The appearance of the Carlisle letter is 
timely. It gives the producers and wage 
earners of the country fair notice of the 
intentions of the money power. It is an 
official campaign document and ought to 
be hailed and used as such by those who 
are fighting the battle of the people. 

It is a clear and candid announce- 
meut. A new. demand has been made 
for gold so that the gold owners may 
be able to force the issue of an unlime 
ited amount of bonds. It is a declara- 
tion that, so far as the Cleveland admin- 
istration is concerned, the people are al- 
ready enslaved. 

What answer will the country make at 
the polls in November? On that answer 
depend the prosperity, the freedom and 
the independence of the people of the 
United States.

The Hannacrats and Their Regularity. 

There has never been a more ludicrous 
development in modern politics than the 
contention of the Hannacrats, who have 
bolted from the democratic party, that 
the junction they have formed with 
Hanna, for the purpose of aiding the 
republicans, is the regular organization, 
The claim would be laughable if it were 
not contemptible. 

In the first place, the Chicago conven- 
tion was the most representative body of 
men that has assembled 
business since the war. 
truly represented the party. In all the 
democratic states, the interest that the 
people—the democratic masses—took in 
the selection of delegates to the various 
stute conventions has had no parallel 
since the reorganization of the party. 

More than this, there has not been a 
political convention since the war as 
free from the influence of the ‘bosses.’ 
There is no evidence of any effort on the 
part of any set of men to shape results. 
The delegates were well-nigh unanimous 
in behalf of the free coinage of silver, 
and when the platform was adopted they 
chose as their leader.the man who was 
best fitted to lead the party and whom 
they instinctively knew was an_ ideal 
representative of the purposes and de- 
sires of the people. 

In the convention there were a num- 
ber of protesting delegatious represent- 
ing the eastern states which have gained 
au temporary benetit from the 200-cent 
dollar. Some of these delegations re- 
fused to participate in the work of the 
convention—some of them refused to in- 
dorse the platform and candidates, and 
took upon themselves the responsibility 
of bolting. ‘This was notably the case 
with many of the members of the dele- 
gations from New York, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland aud Penn- 
svlvania. 

But mark the outcome! In not a sin- 
gle state have these bolting delegates 
met with any sympathy or support from 
the democratic organization which they 
pretended to represent. On the con- 
trary, in every state where the demo- 
cratic party has met in convention, the 
work of the national party at Chicago 
has been unanimously indorsed. 

The democratie party of the great state 
of New York has ratified the national 
platform and the national candidates. 
So has the party in New Hampshire, and 
Connecticut, and New Jersey, and Dela- 
ware, and Maryland, and Pennsylva- 
nia: the party in Massachusetts will fol- 
low suit. 

If the Hannacrats, who ardently de- 
sire the election of the republican candi- 
date, although they are too cowardly to 
support him outright, had any claims to 
regularity, Why should they flock to In- 
dianapolis, and, under the inspiration of 
Wall street influence, form an entirely 
new organization? If their claim that 
they are the genuine democrats were 
even plausible, why have they failed to 
enlist the sympathy and support of the 
democratic party in the states that are 
supposed to be reaping the benefits of 
the gold standard? Why have they fail- 
ed to receive the sanction of even one 
state organization’? 

Their claim is too ridiculous to discuss. 
We refer to it only to hold it up to the 
contempt of all patriotic citizens. ‘The 
Indianapolis convention was made up of 
men who, while they made a great boast 
of their devotion to “principle,’’ demon- 
strated, nevertheless, that they lacked 
the courage of their convictions. Ar- 
dently desiring the success of the Hanna 
candidate, they were not bold enough to 
indorse him, but went through the farce 
of putting up two decoy ducks.

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Single Standard Fallacies Exposed. 

tion, J. kk. Williamson, of Bay View, 
Mich., in a recent issue of The Evans- 
ville, Ind., Courier, makes one of the 
Strongest arguments in sifpport of bi- 
metallism which has yet appeared in the 
campaign. 

Starting out with the proposition ad- 
vanced by the advocates of the single 
gold standard, viz: that gold and silver 
have drifted too widely apart in their 
commercial values to be coined at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, he shows by. actual fig- 
ures that this divergence between the 
two metals is due exclusively to the act 
of 1873 and not to an overproduction of 
Silver. 

That the relative decline in the value 
of silver, as compared with gold, is not 
due to overproduction is shown by the 
writer in a few statistics taken from 
the mining records. Prior to 1850 the 
yearly average production of gold was 
$38,000,000. During the period extend- 
ing from 1492 to 1850 the total produc- 
tion of the yellow metal amounted to 
$3,514,558,000. Since 1850, the produc- 
tion of gold has been miraculous. Dur- 
ing that interval of only forty-five years 
enough gold has been extracted from the 
mines to aggregate the enormous sum 
of $5,870,382,250. In other words, nearly 
twice as much gold has been mined since 
1850 as during the long period of 358 
years which elapsed prior to that time. 

But these figures apply to gold. How 
about the production of silver? The

writer goes on to show that prior to 1850

| the total production of silver aggregated 


7,358,455,000. - Since that time, however, 
the total production has reached a val- 
uation of $3,595,080,850, or not quite half 
as much. _ It thus appears from these 
figures that during the last forty-five 
years considerably more gold has been 
mined than silver, and yet it is claimed 
by the advocates of the single gold 
standard that silver has been overpro- 
duced. If the two metals could circulate 
on a parity prior to 1850, there is all the 
more reason why they should circulate 
on a parity at this time, when silver is 
relatively scarcer. Instead of decreas- 
ing in value, therefore, since 1850, silver 
should have increased in value and 
would have done so but for the act of 
1873, which fastened the single gold 
standard upon the people. 

That silver’s relative decline in value 
is due absolutely to the single gold 
standard is shown by a table which Mr. 
Williamson gives, citing the value of 
8711, grains of silver between the years 
1837 and 1873. The table is as fol- 
lows:

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These figures distinctly show that for 
a period of thirty-six years the relative 
value of silver remained unchanged, It 
was pot until 1873, when the white metal 
wis demonetized, that its commercial 
value began to decline. If demonetiza- 
tion impaired the relative value of silver, 
then it must follow as a logical sequence 
that remonetization will restore it. The 
talk, therefore, of a cent dollar, in 
which the advocates of the single gold 
standard are so fond of indulging, 1s 
nothing but mere bosh. Intrinsically, a 
silver dollar is worth as much today as 
it was before the act of demonetiza- 
tion, and the commercial value of the 
white metal would remain unimpaired 
but for the operation of the single gold 


standard. 

Touching upon the attitude of England 
toward the problem of our currency, M ~ 
Williamson proceeds: 

All the European states 
maintained both gold and silver from the 
foundation of civilization to 1816, when 
England adopted her present gold stand- 
ard. The other European states did not 
-follow until about 1873. Since that time 
there has been a gradual ‘“‘coming down 
to a gold basis’ by a shrinkage in the 
value of all other kinds of property. If 
silver, as it did, formed about one-half 
of the world’s money prior to 1873, it 1s 
not difficult to comprehend that with 
this half stricken down, the other half, 
that is gold, will have added to it the. 
value of the silver half, or will be dou- 
bled in value-—it means that it will buy 
twice as much as before. That is, it will 
require, to get a gold dollar, twice as 
much of all other kinds of property when 
sold in the markets. This suits the con- 
dition of those foreign countries holding 
our securities and buying our products 
exactly. They collect from this country 
an unnual interest of millions in gold. 
They take this same gold and with it buy 
twice as much of our products as they 
could before gold was doubled in value 
and all other property depreciated in 
proportion, 

Replying to the argument brought for- 
ward by the money syndicate, that free 
coinage would drive gold out of the 
country, Mr. Williamson observes that 
such a result could not be accomplished 
more effectually than under the exist- 
ing system. Says he: 

There is no gold in circulation. When 
has anybody seen gold coin or gold cer- 
tificateé? Both are hoarded. A gentle- 
man said to me a few days ago that he 
put all his cash into gold, had made a 
special deposit of it and was borrowing 
paper money, using his gold Geposit as 
security for the loan. 

The reasons which Mr. Williamson ad- 
vances in support of free coinage com- 
pletely destroy every argument brought 
forth against it by the advocates of the 
single gold standard. 

Mr. Williamson has made a profound 
study of the money question, and his 
views on the subject should be eagerly 
read by all who are anxious to settle 
this vexed problem on the side of right 
and patriotism. 
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Judge Hines’s Acquittal. 

Our news columns have chronicled the 
prompt acquittal of Judge James K. 
Hines, by a Washirgton county jury, be- 
fore whom he answered the charge pre- 
ferred against him. Judge Hines was 
indicted for larceny after trust, and he 
Cluimed that it was personal persecution, 
apd from the moment the indictment 
was drawn he demanded triah 

The writer of this has been personally 
acquainted with Judge Hines for thirty- 
five years, and The Constitution believes 
that he is incapable of a breach of trust. 
We are likewise satisfied that polities 
did not figure in the slightest degree in 
the prosecution of the case, and Judge 
Hines vindicates the democrats of 
Washington county of this charge, 
which has been industriously cireulated 
by those who have sought to give a 
political turn to the affair. Judge Hines 
calls attention to the fact that his ac- 
quittal is received from the hands of a 
jury composed of those who differed 
with him politically. 

The fact that the news developments 
of the case appeared in many of the 
newspapers of the state does not show 
that such publications were intended to 
prejudice the pubiie against Judge 
Hines. The same publicity would have 
been given had any othér public man, 
populist or democrat, been placed in the 
Same situation, however unjust might 
have been the charges so preferred. The 
more prominent the person involved, the 
more liable is he to the scrutiny of the 
public through.the columns of the news- 
papers. That \udge Hines was guilty 
of the charge made against him, no one 
who knows his character ever believed. 

While Pye have differed, and do now 


differ seriously with Judge Hines in pol- 
itics, we hdve never doubted the fact 
that he was a good, moral, high-toned, 
Christian gentleman. 

We lay many of the political errors 
which Judge Hines has committed to the 
thougyt which we believe be harbors, 
that the democratic party “despitefully 
used him” in his campaign for governor 
as the populist nominee. We think that 
in this, Judge Hines has permitted his 
prejudice to get the better of his judg- 
ment. He knows that he was dragged 
iuto the fight for the governorship 
against his will and without hope of 
election. It was a mistake that young 
and ambitions men frequently make. 
tut Judge Hines, instead of trying to 
rectify this error, has been led into the 
false position of embitterment against 
the democratic party because designing 
men have induced him to believe that he 
was mistreated in that campaign. It 
must be remembered that he passed 
through the ordeal of this campaign 
withcut being subjected to any more 
criticism than is usual. Indeed, as we 
remember it, there was even less 
bitterness and acrimonious personality 
in this campaign than usually character- 
ize campaigns in this state. Both sides 
were aggressive, though neither was 
bitter, and it would have been better for 
Judge Hines to have listened to his con- 
servative friends, who advised him to 
submit gracefully to what followed, than 
to claim fraud when too late. The judge 
did not join in this claim, and we are 
sure that if he had believed in the truth 
of such a charge, he would at the proper 
time have made an effort to prove it. 
Unfortunately, he allowed his political 
friends to put him in a false position. 

Judge Hines is entitled to his political 
opinions Just as anybody else, and his 
political course can be criticised without 
in any manner attacking his honor. We 
have had occasion, from time to time, to 
comment on some of the judge’s incon- 
sistencies. A case in point was his re- 
markable fidelity to the “middle of the 
road” course at the St. Louis populist 
convention, which was rendered strange- 
ly inconsistent by his “anti-middle of the 
road” course in the state convention of 
his party which met soon after in At- 
lanta. At St. Louis he was a populist up 
one side and down the other, and wanted 
no “outsider,” and at Atlanta he assisted 
in paving the way for a new comer for 
the gubernatorial nomination of his par- 
ty and sat in silence while he saw the 
initiative and referendum, a cardinal 
principle of his party, repudiated over 
the protest of Colonel Peek, who saw in 
Georgia’s locaf option law the most prac- 
tical application of the initiative and 
referendum idea that has ever been 
made in the legislation of the state. 

But whatever may be said of Judge 
Ilines’s political inconsistencies, and 
The Constitution has said, and will 
doubtless continue to say much about 
them, we ure glad that the Washington

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“If’’ Maine Was a Barometer. 

The New York World, in commenting 
upon the result of the recent state elec- 
tion in Maine, sagely observes that if 
equivalent gains are made by the repub- 
licans elsewhere, there will not be a 
Single doubtful state anywhere except 
in the south.

Both are too far removed from the geo- 
graphical center of the country to indi- 
cate anything save the conditions which 
prevail in that extreme corner of the 
map, 

Surely, however, if Maine can be cited 
as a barometer by the advocates of the 
single gold standard, Arkansas and Ala- 
bama can likewise be cited by the demo- 
crats. Should the same ratio of demo- 
eratic gains be observed in other parts 
of the country this fall, there will not be 
a single state ig the union, including 
Maine and Vermont, which will not sup- 
port the democratic ticket. 

With better reason can the two south- 
ern states be cited as barometers than 
those of remote and provincial New 
England. They are nearer the heart of 
the country and are more in touch with 
the great movements in which the peo- 
ple are engaged. :

In the face of 
an unprecedented drouth that has cut the 
cotton crop of the United States to a 40 per 
cent reduction, and as intense in its serious 
consequences in Glynn as elsewhere, there 
is a prospect that planters will get at least 
a bale to three acres.

In one day last week they picked 1,432 
pounds of cotton, or a good-sized bale.

Solicitor Hill argued the case earnestly 
and made the statement that there was no 
one in the courtroom in sound of his voice 
who more clearly understood the situation 


than Allen himself. He spoke about an 


hour. 
The jury was in the jury room only a few 


minutes when a verdict was announced. 
The verdict contained a declaration of guil- 
tv, and Judge Candler at once sentenced 
Allen to a term of two years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

The sentence was the minimum, as the 
law allows a sentence of two to ten years 
upon conviction of the charge of forgery.

Manry, of Atlanta, Made a Close 
Second—Interest in the Events 
Increasing. 


Private J. B. Bankston, of the Barnesville 
Blues, again won the Kendrick markman- 
ship medal, at the Lakewood range yester- 
day afternoon. By 2 o’clock the boys were 
all at the range and ready to begin the 
contest which was to decide who was to 
wear the medal during the coming month. 
Major W. J. Kendrick, who offered the 
medal, was on the range and took deep in- 
terest in the shooting, and it was he who, 
in a neat speech, presented the prize to the 
lucky man. 

In all there were thirteen men on the field 
te shoot for the prize: Private J. B. Banks- 
ton, of Company I; Lieutenant C,.

General Manager Stevens, of the Man- 
chester Ship Canal, Is Here.

Mr. J. C. Hall, a Prominent EngMsh 
Grain Dealer, Accompanies Him. ' 
Ships from a Georgia Port. 


Mr. Marshall Stevens, general manage* 


of the Manchester ship canal, and Mr. J. 
C. Hall, a prominent grain dealer of Man- 
chester, will spend today in Atlanta. They 
have been on a business trip through the 
north and west, and are now getting back 
toward New York. They came in last 
night from Cincinnatt 
the Aragon. 

Mr. Stevens has been presenting the ad- 
vantages of the canal to American export- 


and registered at 


ers, and he jis in the south to take up the 


question of a direct line of steamers be- 


tween some Georgia or South Carolina 


port and Manchester. 

Mr. Hall has been buying some grain 
while on the trip and has negotiated for 
120,000 quarters or 24.000 tons of wheat, corn 
and oats, 

“Of course I want more tonrage for the 
canal,” said Mr. Stevens when seen last 
night, ‘‘but there ought to be another line 
from a south Atlantic port.” 

The argument was recalled that there 
would be no freight coming back for a line 
of ships to a southern port. 

“The Galvestor. and New Orleans have 
no returning cargoes either, and they get 
along,’’ Mr. Stevens replied. ‘'The cotton, 
grain, naval stores and phosphate rock 
would keep up a regular line very well. 
There is nothing in the grain trade for 
the ships, but the grain would keep them 
full when they were not carrying cotton, 
and cotton pays. The New York lines have 
to make their money out of something 
Other than grain. But the grain trade 
would be worth something @o the railroads 
and to the ports. Two or three Man- 
chester houses would take all the grain 
the line could carry. Mr. Hall has bought 
120,000 quarters cn this trip.’’ 

That would furinsh cargo for such a 
line as is proposed with weekly sailings 
for four months and a few Manchester 
spinners could keep the line going all the 
year. 

Mr. Stevens says that he has no ques- 
tion about the success of a regular line 
from one of the south Atlantic ports. He 
is committed to none. 


An Important Conference Today. 

Today Captain D. G. Purse, of Savannah, 
is coming up to meet him. Mayor King 
also has an engagement pith the gentle- 
men and will shov; them the city. Captain 
Purse has long been an advocate of direct 
trade. Mr. Stevens been with the 
ship canal ever since it started. He was 
one of the original promoters of the ente:- 
prise. 

The movement first took shape in 1882. 
It took three years to get the act through 
parliament, and this required two years 
more to obtain additional legislation. It 
cost $860,000 to get the necessary legislation 
from parliament. In 1887 the actual work 
on the canal was begun and it required 
six vears and $75,000,000 to complete the 
work. The property has no fixed charges 
that have to be met. Its receipts have 
about paid the operating expenses so far, 
and the indications are that the company’s 
revenue wiil enable it, before long, to pay 
dividends. 

The securities are: Ordianry stock }320,- 
000,000; preference stock $20,000,000, and de- 
beatures $35,000,000. The canal was opened 
January 1, 1894. That year 1,000,000 tons 
passed through it; last year the tonnage 
was 1,400,000 and it is now growing 40 per 
cent a month over the corresponding months 
of last year. 

Manchester’s Advantages Over Liver- 
pool. 

The cost of service to Manchester by the 
canal is about $1 a ton cheaper than by 
Liverpool. Mr. Stevens showed to a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution last night 
a comparative statement giving savings 
by delivering the goods from a ship at 
Manchester instead of from a ship at Liv- 
erpool. On the cargo of the ship Guido 
from New. Orleans there was a saving of 
$3,582, or $1.16 a ton. 

The establishment of a direct steamship 
line for a south Atlantic port seems to be 
wholly practicable. ‘The Illinois Central 
and one or two other roads have built up 
a great grain export trade at New Orleans 
and Galveston. Formerly this grain weat 
to New York, Philadelphia and Baitimore. 

It is in the power of some road to get a 
heavy traffic from the west on grain for 
export. The Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham and the Southern systems nat- 
urally occur to one as roads to get the 
business and help to inaugurate a new 
ocean. line. By pursuing the policy of some 
of the grain roads an enormous traffic 
could be secured. 

Mr. Hall, the grain merchant with Mr. 
Stevens, is quite a young man, but he repre- 
sents an immense business. He buys grain 
from Prussia, South America and _ the 
States, and says that the western wheat 
from the states is the best that England 
gets. He was in Atlanta last year during 
the exposition, but remained for only one 
day. Tonight the gentlemen will leave for 
Savannah.

Mr. Burton Smith Will Go to the Supreme 
Court in Mining Case. 


LUMPKIN’S DECISION APPEALED 


Creditors of the Georgia Mining Com- 


pany Fighting Salé of Stocks. 
A 
SAY A SCHEME HAS BEEN FORMED 


Charged That Certain Creditors Have 
Combined To Force Sale and Con- 
fiscate Company’s Property. 


Nothing was heard by Atlanta attorneys 
yesterday or last night from the hearing 
in New York of the Georgia Mining, Manu- 
facturing and Investment Company case, 
which was booked to take place in the 
New York courts yesterday. 

The lawyers and others are awaiting 
the outcome of the case in the north with 
considerable interest. Many thousands of 
dollars are involved in the litigation and the 
decision zs to wheth2r the bonds and 
stocks of the company are to be sold by 
the Metropolitan Trust Company means 
much to the south. 

The attorneys of certain of the creditors 
of the mining company are making a hard 
fight to prevent the sale of the stocks as 
proposed by the Metropolitan Trust Com- 
pany. <An effort was made to secure an 
injunction in Atlanta, preventing the sale 
in. New York, but Judge Lumpkin declined 
to interefere, on the ground that his court 
has no jurisdiction in the matter. The 
attorneys then started for New York and 
for two days the battle for dollars has 
been waged in the courts in that city. Who 
the victors are is not known here yet, but 
definite news is expected today. 

It is certain that the litigation in the 
Georgia courts will be continued. Mr. 
Burton Smith, representing the Bell Armi- 
stead Company, one of the creditor con- 
cenrs of the mining company, who petition- 
ed Judge Lumpkin for an injunction re- 
straining the Metropolitan Trust Company 
from selling its holdings, will take the 
Georgia end of the case to the supreme 
court of the state. He is preparing a bill 
of exceptions to Judge Lumpkin’s decision 
of Monday last, and when it is ready for 
presentation the paper will be filed, appeal- 
ing the case to the highest court in the 
State. The matter will be one of interest 
for some time, and the attorneys interested 
are preparing themselves for a long battle. 

It is charged that certain creditors of the 
Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and Invest- 
ment Company have combined to force a 
premature sale of the stock of the mining 
company in order that they can buy up 
the noldings and get possession of the prop- 
erty at a sacrifice. Collusion is hinted at 
and the court papers teem with intima- 
tions and charges of more than usual sig- 
nificance. It is asserted that the proposed 
sale in New York means a practical confis- 
cation of the property of the mining com- 
pany by the creditors who have entered the 
combination. 

If the case is decided in favor of the 
Metropolitan Trust Company in the New 
York courts it is certann that an appeal 
will be taken in that state and the case 
taken to the New York circuit court by the 
creditors, who are resisting the proposed 
sale. So it can be seen that the matter 
is destined to figure in the courts on a big 
scale if it is decided that the stocks and 
holdings of the Metropolitan Trust Com- 
pany can be disposed of at the will of that 
company.

BOUND OVER AND FINED. 


Man Who Struck Bates Will Have To 
Answer to Charge of Assault. 
The trial of J. W. South for assaulting 
John F. Bates Wednesday night came up 
in the recorder’s court yesterday after- 
noon. South was fined $14.75 and was bound 
over to the superior court on the charge of 

assault and battery. 

Quite a number of witnesses were intro- 
duced at the trial. The evidence for the 
defense and prosecution differed materi- 
ally, but the bruised condition of Bates’s 
face was sufficient evidence that he had 
been strongly dealt with. 

The prosecution sought to show that 
South lay in wait for Bates near the cor- 
ner of Kimball and Plum streets, and, in 
company with several boys, had assaulted 
Bates with a rock, inflicting severe injuries 
about his face. 

The testimony of the defense was entire- 
ly different. It was shown by several wit- 
nesses that Bates had attacked South with 
a stick, and that South struck Bates in 
self-defense. Recorder Pro Tem. Morris 
accepted the theory of the prosecution, 
however, with the above result. 

The trouble grew out of the arrest of 
seven boys who were making life burden- 
some for the neighbors near Hemphill 
avenue, Judson South, J. W. South’s son, 
was one of the number, and Bates was a 
witness against him, South took strong 
excepTfions to Bates’s position in the case, 
and, it seems, determined to have revenge. 

South was only slightly hurt in the fight. 
Bates’s face was badly disfigured.

Cold Engagements Strengthened the 
Market, the Close Being Strong. 

New York, September 17.—Stocks were 
dull but strong today. The transactions 
footed up only 143,710 shares, including 
38,300 Sugar, 20,700 St. Paul and 18,900 Man- 
hattan. Operators who were generally ar- 
rayed on the bear side yesterday made a 
complete change of front, and were mod- 
erate buyers throughout the session.

As a prohibitionist he 
deprecates the political effort to make pro- 
hibition the ery of any single party; it is 
a principle, he says, which should appeal 
to men of all parties alike. He says there 
js no difference that he can see between 
governor Atkinson and his antagonist, Sea- 
norn A. Wright, in their position on the 
prohibition question. Either, he declares, 
gould sign @ prohibition bill if such should 
be passed by the next legislature; conse- 
quently he will vote for Governor Atkinson. 
“l predicted two years ago,”’ says Dr. 
tewis, “that Governor Atkinson would 
make a governor of whom the state would 
pe proud. Jie as verified that prophecy 
and proven that he is deserving of any 
honor that the state may bestow.’”’ 

Dr. Lewis believes that the injection of 
the prohibition question into the state cam- 
paign by the populists may have the ef- 
fect of injuring the cause of prohibition 
in Georgia. Already four-fiftis of the 
counties in the state are prohibition coun- 
ties, and by nfaking the issue of state 
prohibition Dr. Lewis fears that the coun- 
ties already dry will be endangered. He 
prefers, he says, the slower course of local 
option. By it he thinks prohibition may be 
adopted in nearly all the counties of the 
state. 

Dr. Lewis is just back from a trip 
through Virginia. Asked if the ploitical 
excitement there was as general as it is 
ever the rest of the country, he said:

“It is everywhere, pervasive, intense, I 
was told the state was sure for Bryan by 
a large majority.

The Rifles withdrew their challenge to 
the Guards in a letter addressed to Captain 
Dozier, of that company, by Captain Nash 
of the Rifles. yestemlay morning. 

Instead of the contest between the two 
companies it is now proposed that all of 
the city military companies enter a con- 
— on October 15th. The proposed contest 

las been discussed by the military men 
for some time, but it did not take definite 
shape until yesterday. 

‘The Governor’s Horse Guards will be in- 
vited to participate in the general shooting 
contest and all of the military men will £0 
to work at once to make the affair a big 
success, Prizes will be offered and the event 
will mark the beginning of a series of the 
kind to follow. 

A mecting of some of the officers was 
held yesterday and it Was decided that the 
teams of the several companies should 
consist of six men from each company. 
Some of the military men wanted the teams 
to be larger—nine or twelve men—but the 
rule was adopted making the teams six 
men each. The Horse Guards wanted teams 
of nine or twelve men and their represen- 
tative argued for the adoption of that 
many as the shooting team from each com- 
pany, but objection was made and the 
teams will consist of six men selected from 
each company. — 

Some time ago a committee consisting 
of Messrs. Obear, Bradley, Beattie, Nash 
and Dozier was appointed to formulate 
rules for the shooting contests and it was 
those gentlemen who decided that six men 
Should compose each team. The matter 
was fully discussed and several important 
steps were taken to insure a successful 
shooting season. It is certain that the 
practice of the military: men will greatly 
improve their standing as rifle shots and 
be of benefit to’ them. 

It may be that the Rifles and Guards will 
enter a contest at a later date, but the 
one suggested several days ago will not 
be brought off. Captain Nash has contend- 
ed all along that six men should constitute 
a team, but Captain Dozier, “of the Horse-

nine or twelve should be allowed to shoot 
for each company.

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At the last session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture an act Was passed which shortened the 
hunting season by one month. In other 
words, the act provides that the season 
should commence November ist, instead of 
October Ist. This was done to protect the 
game of the state, which was rapidly being 
killed off. In fact, the decrease in par- 
tridges was so marked that it Was on very 
rare occasions that a covey was ever seen, 
and it Was necessary for the Sportsmen to 
£0 a long distance if they wanted to find 
any sort of shooting at all. 

The act which was passed was as follows, 
and will meet with the approbation of all 
lovers of the gun and dog: 

“Section 1. Be it encted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same That from 
and after the passage of this ‘act entitled 
an act lO protect game in the state of Geor- 
Zia during certain seasons, and approved 
December 20, 1838; so as to more fully pro- 
tect game in this state, to make said act 
amended uniform, to prohibit sale of game 
In certain seasons, to prescribe penalties for 
the violation of this act, and for other pur- 
poses, be amended by striking out the word

Early yesterday morning Dr. H. Hi. 
Green, one of the most widely known physi- 
Cians in this country and one of the most 
prominent citizens of Atlanta, died at his 
residence in Kirkwood. 

For over two years Dr. Green has been 
sick with paralysis, but not until six months 
ago was he confined to his bed. His con- 
ditidn has been closely watched, and he 
has been attended by the most prominent

physicians in the city. He gradually sank, 
however, and shortly after 5 o'clock yes- 
terday morning passed away. 

There is probably no physician in this 
part of the country who is better Known 
than Dr. Green was. He has practiced 
medicine in this state for a long period of 
time, and his success has been unprecedent- 
ed. His death, though expected, Was 
rather sudden. since he expired without 
giving any warning that the end was near, 

Dr. H. H. Green was norfn in Hiahersham 
county March 15, 1834, and at the time o¢ his 
death was a few months over sixty-two 
years of age. A few years after his birth 
his father moved to Tilton, Ga., where his 
early life was spent. He also lived for a 
while in the state of Alabama, where he 
was a merchant. He did a small business 
in Tilton at the same time. 

Up to the time of the war, he was a 
well-Known merchant. He did an excellent 
business, and his fair dealings made him 
known throughout that section of the 
State. He worked hard for the improve- 
ment and upbuilding of his business, and 
by his untiring efforts soon became one of 
the leading merchants of the south. 

Until the war broke out, he was a mer- 
chant, and then he went to’fight for his 
country. He went through the war as a 
private, and was in many of the hottest 
fights. 

While fighting gallantly at Missionary 
Ridge he was wounded so severely that it 
was impossible for him to leave the field. 
In this condition he was captured and sent 
to Lake Erie as a prisoner of war. He was 
kept at Lake Erie until Lee’s surrender. 

Immediately after the surrender, he re- 
turned to Tilton, where he entered the ary 
goods business. His business qualities soon 
redeveloped, and he once more became a 
prominent merchant, 

He had a fondness for the practice of 
medicine, and while in business at Tilton 
he discovered his famous dropsy remedy. 
He then began the study of medicine, and 
graduated in the College of Amertecan 
Medicine and Surgery. About eighteen 
years later he graduated from the Eclectic 
college. 

After having graduated from the college 
of medicine, he began the practice of dropsy 
cure. At this he was highly successful. 
His dropsy remedy was of great value to 
him, and this was used to a large extent 


by him in the treatment of patients suffer- 


ing with dropsy. 

While practicing medicine he treated 
about 47.000 patients, and made a fortune og 
about $200,000. In 1872 he married Miss 
Jackson, of Dalton, who survives. He 
leaves six children, who are: Drs. J. W. 
and A. F.. Green, of the firm of H. H#i. 
‘j;reen & Sons, Mrs. Mattie J. Nash. Mfrs. 
Lew Whittaker, Mrs. Sallie Brown, of 
Tilton, and Miss Jessie Green.

When the case 
was called for trial she could not be found, 
and Judge Candler issued a writ against 
her, and after the trial was over she was 
arrested and placed in jail’ for contempt of 
court. On promise to Judge Candler that 
she would appear at the next term of court 
she was released. 

‘“l was informed about one 
that | Was suspected of running 
keepink her in hiding, and that certain de- 
tectives in the city of Atlanta, men em- 
ployed by the city, had amassed a great 
deul of evidence going to prove that 1] had 
Splrited her away. I1 determined then to 
find her at any cost, believing that the de- 
tectives were the real men who got her to 
leave Lown, for reasons well known to them. 

“[ put a negro out to search for her, who 
worked several days without finding her. 

“Qn Saturday he gave up the search, but 
told me he Knew a former lover of Carry 
Barnes who would know, if any one would, 

‘her whereabouts. 1f then got him to 
cure the services of this negro and search 
night and day until she was found. On 
Monday morning at 9 o'clock they came to 
me and said they had located her, and 
stated that the drayman who moved her 
would not tell them anything. 

“{ immediately made an appointment with 
two gentlemen to accompany me in the 
search, 

“The negro described the locality 
gentlemen with me said they 
every nook and corner in that 
hood, therefore declined to go. Being de- 
termined to find her, | took the negro and 
found her in one of the best hiding places 
near the cily—in the woods beyond the 
water works. When | found her I took her 
to one side and said: ‘Carry, who is hiding 
you out here in the woods” She did not 
answer me, but turning to the negro told 
him, ‘You s— of.a b you told where | 
was,’ and continued to abuse him. I told her 
if sbe did not desist in her language | 
would send for a policeman and have her 
arrested at once. Whereupon she quieted 
down, The negro with me tried to explain 
to her that it was her duty to attend court 
and testify, and he had done his duty in 
finding her. She then grabbed up a an ge 
dashed it at him and sprang towards him. 

told the negro to wait in valling distance 
far me, so I could call an officer if neces- 
sary. After the negro left, Carry became 
quiet. 1 told her it was my plain duty to 
get an officer and have her arrested, as | 
believed she would try to avoid going to 
court and give us further trouble in finding 
her. She agreed to go to town without 
a Warrant and stated to me that she knew 
nothing whatever of Johnson and did not 
live in the adjoining room to Sarah Stowers 
when Mr. Bass was killed. I told her that 
if she wes in contempt of court Judge Can- 
dler would be severe on her, as she had al- 
ready been in contempt once before. She 
would certainly not get off under twelve 
months. I left her jn a good humor with me 
and I thought she felt safe in remaining a‘ 
home. i went back and told two detectives 
to go out the next day and look further into 
her case. I told one of them to place a 
watch over her house to prevent her from 
escaping and that I would foot the bill. 

“If this is intimidation, I will accept 
judgment of the court and serve my sen- 
tence as best I can. By this mail I write 
Doth Judge Candler and Sheriff Barnes and 
will come at once should thev not'fy me to 
that effect. My bifSiness calls me in this 
direction until Friday night, when I expect 
to return to the city. 

“IT have found out positively that Carry 
Barnes did not live in the adfoining room to 
Sarah Stowers at the time the murder was 
committed, so her first evidence in the case 
is utterly ‘false. Yours truly,

There is no question though about what 
the other roads will do. They are too anx- 
jos to escape losing that 14 cents a100 to be 
long behind the Seaboard in putting up the 
rates. 

During the next ten days cotton will move 
rapidly from Atlanta to get the advantage 
of the cut. ‘This reduction applies to cotton 
ofiginating in Atlanta, but for nearby 
points a local will be added, making a 
combination rate to the ports. This move 
by the Seaboard will restore the old condi- 
tions and it is presumed that it means the 
Seaboard will soon ask for a hearing on the 
injunction. 

So, after all, Judge Speer’s injunction will 
restore peace temporarily. But the war will 
have to be fought out sometime.

Soldiers Build a Monument To Mark the 
Grave of a Cuban Hero. 


RED CROSS MARKS THE SPOT 


Troops Piled Stones About the Em- 
blem Indicating the Point Where 
the Patriot Died.

Tampa, Fla., September 16.—(Special.)- 
The following letter has been received from 
General Collazo by his family, who have 
given it out for publication: 

“Las Vueltas, Province of Holguin, Au- 
gust 12.—A few days ago we Camped about 
three miles from where Marti died and 
General Gomez invited the mounted forces 
and cavalry to visit the place. At 4 o'clock 
on the evening of the 9th he and Gen- 
eral Garcia, at the head of all the troop- 
ers, started in the direction of the spot. The 
chiefs and officers formed one group and 
the troops were in marching order. Before 
reaching the spot we had to cross the Con- 
tranaestra river, where each man was com- 
manded to dismount and pick up one or two 
stones which cover the river bed (they are 
of a bluish tine) and Carry them to our des- 
tination. 

“Few acts have so impressed me in the 
course of my life; this simple display of re- 
spect and admiration suggested the thought 
that, happy is the man who, even after 


death. leaves so many friends, each carrying 


a little stone to mark the place where he 
fell. This tomb that the affection of his 
comrades has raised, stone by stone, is not 
pompous, but it is in honor of the loved 
martyr who fell in the struggle. 

“We arrived at the clean and well-kept 
spot, and taking up the post that had been 
put there to mark where Marti fell, we re- 
placed it by a columin made of one of the 
beautiful hardwoods of this country, and 
attached to the same a small cross of red 
cedar, securing the column with the pyray, 
mid of stones that was formed from those 
that each man had brought. General Go- 
mez has indicated his desire that every Cu- 
ban who passes that Way will carry a stone 
to increase the pyramid. The epitaph upon 
the cross is brief, but eloguent—"‘A Heroe— 
Jose Marti.”’ 

“The horsemen formed in a long close line 
on both sides of the road, the superior offi- 
cers grouped around the cross; the sun 
about to sink in the horizon and the sha:Tow 
of the trees covering all, made a pictur- 
esque assemblage, enhanced by the silence 
and the devout appearance of all the wit- 
nesses of this solemn scene, 

“General Gomez, full of emotion, and with 
eyes dimmed with tears, pronounced a brief 
eulogy, in which the heart spoke more than 
the lips, and after him Dr, Valdez Domin- 
guez in the same manner. The ceremony 
over, we returned silently and sad to out 
camp at Vuelt 

“The traveler, who in his peregrinations 
may pass that way will behold a 
tomb, wild as its surroundings and the lives 
of the men who erected it, but a faithful 
reflection of their love for the dead and re- 
spect to his memory. 

“Our camp today has a festive appear- 
ance. We have about fifteen hundred men 
and we expect fifteen hundred more tomor- 
row. A few yards from where |l am writing 
there is a splendid piece of artillery, mount- 
ed, clean and polished, and really we will 
have quite a military appearance the day 
we are uniformed. 

‘Looking at the revolution from this side, 
every day our strength increases. There is 
the greatest activity in every direction. The 
battle of Santana, to which I referred in my 
last, was of vast importance. The enemy's 
loss Was greater than we thought at first. 
Their two columns were not able to unite. 
One returned to Santiago de Cuba, and thf 
other to Guantanamo, both carrying a large 
number of wounded. 

“They suffered a tremendous disappoint- 
ment. They thought to find everything up- 
set and disorganized with the death of 
General Jose Maceo, and they found them-

At the time when the heartrend- 
ing accident occurred, which, like a flash 
of lightning from a summers sky, robbed 
me of a brother; took from one of the 
sweetest litthke women in the whole world 
a husband and lifetime companiorm = de- 
prived two beautiful babies of a father;
